Irreconcilable* in the senate, defeated, talk of starting a cam­ 
paign now to take the country out of the world court into which 
the United States will enter as a result of last night’s vote in the 
upper house, when American adherence was approved, 76 to 17. 
They may think better of that, on reflection. 
“Carrying the issue to the people” may bring them disap­ 
pointment. 
There should lie little doubt, among open-minded 
observers, as to what the public thinks about this m atter. Many 
organizations, political, economic, financial, social, religious and 
educational, have declared for the court, with suitable resen a- 
tions. 
A recent census of American newspapers showed four- 
fifths of them for the court. 
In fact, there is little uncompromising opposition to this step 
toward international justice and world peace. 


Cloture In The Senate 


Cloture—the closing of debate by two-thirds vote - is a 
dreadful thing, according to Senator Blease, of South Carolina. 
“If the gag rule is applied in the senate.” he declared 
just before cloture was adopted as the only way to reach a 
vote on the world court, “the day is going to come when, instead of 
the senate being a great open forum, it will become like some 
other legislative bodies where the only consideration given meas­ 
ures is in committee. 
“If these states want now to put a gag on me and those 
standing with me in this great battle, in which we believe we are 
right, you may have the power to do so; but you will set a pre­ 
cedent that will break down the whole principle of debate in this 
senate.” 
The public is inclined to think that senate debate ought to be 
broken down. This was supposed to have been accomplished when 
. the cloture rule was first authorized, as a necessary recourse in 
emergencies. 
W hat the senate needs most is to stop being an “open forum ” 
and start being a legislative body. 
It will never serve the purpose 
intended by the constitution until it comes to regard legislation as 
more important than oratory, team work more im portant than in­ 
dividual whim and the rule of the m ajority move important than 
the rule of the minority.

Poor Forest Economy 


W herever there is great natural wealth there is great national 
responsibility to conserve it and to use it thriftily. Canada suf­ 
fers as greatly from forest fires as this country. \ et it spends on 
fire protection, according to an official, only an amount equal to 
two-tenths of I per cent of the total estimated value of its stand- 
in gforests. It is a poor sort of forestry economy. 
On both sides of the border the public is b eg in n in g to rouse 
itself to the need of reforestation. 
Hundreds of communities in 
the United States are establishing local forests and the govern­ 
m ent is setting aside for permanent maintenance national forests 
and parks. 
But the general attitude toward fire-prevention re­ 
m ains indifferent. Campers continue to be careless about their 
fires and the appropriations for fire-fighting remain low in pro­ 
portion to the value of the tim ber tracts needing protection. 
This is something for every citizen to think about, both those 
who got into the forests for business or pleasure and those who 
have it in their power to strengthen the means of protecting the 
forests.

sums for fertilizers in the restoration 
of exhausted lands would make quick 
returns and eliminate the Hong haul. 
A Sim ilar Problem 
"The same problem facing the Fed­ 
eral reclamation in the West, of at­ 
tracting settlers and assisting them fl- 
nani^ally in erecting homes," contin­ 
ues Secretary Work, "applies to the 
East in providing fertilizer, buying 
farm implements, and establishing at­ 
tractive agricultural communities. The 
question is whether we can settle 
agricultural communities by supply­ 
ing social attractions which towns 
and cities provide, or must we wait 
for a dearth of city employment and 
higher prices of farm products to com- 
pel farm labor, and must we meet this 
labor with fertilizer or the dole? 
"How can we open the land to the 
plow and make it attractive to the 
plowman? 
After 
irrigation 
works 
have been built few now want to util­ 
ize them. 
It seems necessary to aid 
colonization and settlem ent of the 
lands under irrigation. 
It would ap­ 
pear then that the reclaming of the 
uncultivated lands in the rain belt of 
the United States might be easier at 
less outlay of money. 
"Reclamation is a national problem 
in conversation and should 
be so 
treated. 
It should be applied to the 
older sections of the United States 
as well as in the newer ones. 
We 
should farm less and farm better. No 
conservation policy, in its broad sense, 
that does not deal primarily with the 
production of human food near to the 
place of consumption is sound." 
Secretary Work calls attention to 
the authorization by Congress of the 
expenditure of $100,000 for investiga­ 
tio n s into the settlement anti recla­ 
mation of un peopled, exhausted, and 
cut-over Ends, and says that as yet 
very little interest has been aroused 
in the subject. 
The duty of conduct­ 
ing these investigations devolves upon 
his Department, aud he says that the 
appropriation will not be expended in 
experimental colonization schemes on 
small areas of selected local interests.

Ulcers in Mouths of Babies 
Are Due to Wrong Feeding

It has inflam mation and uiccrs -f the 
tongue and m outh lining as symptoms. 
In this 
respect it is not unlike the symptoms of w hat the 
doctors call “aphthous sore m outh” or “stom atitis.” 
The same word is used fo r the condition known to 
the medical profession os “ thrush.” 
This is simply 
another form of stom atitis. 
The simple type of stom atitis is met in all the age groups 
grown people there may be a single^, 
ulcer or a crop of them. These are 
known as cankers. 
A phthous stom atitis is recognized 
by the tiny sw ollen spots on the lin­ 
ing of the lips and ch eek s and on the 
edge of the to .gue. 
At first they 
are like little blisters, but pretty soon 
they break, leaving sm all ulcers. 
Thrush differs from aphthous sore 
m outh. 
Instead of the ulcers, a sort 
of m em brane form s on the lining of 
the lips and cheeks and also on ‘he 
roof of the m outh.

MICROBES HOUSED 
IN A “MENAGERIE" 


Germs Fatal to Man, Beast 
and Plant Found in Lon­ 
don Institute. 


London.—More deadly than adders, 
sw ifter than the liger, more stealthy 
than the leopard and in sufficient num­ 
bers to lay low all Britain, more than 
2.000 "terrors” to man and beast are 
housed in a Chelsea gardens struc­ 
ture, and thousands pass the building 
daily unmindful of the lurking death 
within. 
Inside the house bacteriolo­ 
gists, and leading surgeons, ph.vsl 
clans and scientists of the empire 
handle the death-dealing "m onsters’’ 
with a nonchalance th a t would shock 
the layman. 
It Is Menagerie of Microbes, the 
National Collection of Type Cultures 
m aintained at the Lister Institute of 
Preventive Medicine, and the "mon­ 
sters” are listed, labeled and cared 
for with even greater solicitude than 
th at shown for ferocious anim als In 
tile London zoo. In the new catalogue 
Just issued by the Medical Research 
council upward of 2,000 living strains 
of bacteria and protozoa ure listed as 
inm ates of this scientific menagerie. 
The catalogue not only lists the ‘‘ani­ 
m als” 
alphabetically, 
but 
Includes 
their scientific names with a complete 
description of their source and hab­ 
its. 
It also gives a list of the sub­ 
jects with reference to their reluted 
organisms.

Just as the wild anim als in the zoo 
require certain tem peratures in which 
to thrive, so do the "exhibits” in the 
microbe menagerie. 
Some of the va­ 
rieties insist .upon polar atmosphere, 
others demand the heat of the torrid 
zone and others will live only In the 
balmy winds of the tem perate zone 
The vagaries and demands of these 
frequently Invisible terrors are met 
with and precise care taken to see 
that nothing will interfere with pleas­ 
ure and comfort. 
From all parts of the world scien­ 
tists and bacteriologists have sent to 
the L ister institute the minute “ani­ 
mals” so that the private collection of 
the institute, long famous, has been 
so greatly augmented that It is said 
to surpass any in the world. For years 
the Pasteur institute maintained a 
collection in Paris, another In Prague 
and yet another In the Museum of 
N atural History, New York. 
Each of 
these, however, were limited in scope, 
and five years ago the Medical Re­ 
search council enlisted the co-opera­ 
tion of the L ister institute to expand 
the Chelsea gardens collection to Its 
present size. To it also was added tile 
type culture of fungi gathered by the 
British Mycological society. 
As a result of the m ore In 1920, It 
now Is possible for any surgeon or 
physician, any bacteriologist, patholo­ 
gist or researcher In protozoology, or 
the scientific adviser of any industry 
to find in the Chelsea Gardens menag­ 
erie living cultures of the m ajority of 
the known strains of microbes. Here, 
too, he can obtain authentic knowledge 
of the anim als w ith which to compare 
th e argan isms In which he is in­ 
terested. 
L ast year more than 4,000 cultures 
were distributed to Interested work­ 
ers. 
While rn any of these went to In­ 
dustries, the bulk of them were used 
to save human and animal lives. 
The 
collection is not limited to maleficent 
organisms, despite tile fact that the 
bulk of cultures are of those that 
cause disease in man, anim als and 
plants. 
For instance there are ex­ 
am ples of microbial pests of tobacco. 
which, taken from the finer strains of 
tobacco, when propagated and isolated 
may be used to Improve Inferior va­ 
rieties. 
Then there Is a mold from 
Camembert 
and 
Roquefort 
cheese 
which, when grafted o b tim plain Eng­ 
lish cheese, im parts to It the flavor of 
the foreign varieties. 


CARILLON (IF BELLS MAYI 
I BECOME POPULAR IN I U . 


Instrum ent Used in Low Countrios of 
Europe for Centuries to Pro­ 
mote Love of Music. 


The carillon has allured its compan­ 
ionship in ail tile stirring events in 
the history of these countries, usually 
at the putti ic charge. 
In not a few 
of the towers the carillon has bern 
ployed for one hundred years or more 


on the same day and at the same hour. 
While the United States has but 
fifteen sets of the hells In operation, 
deciares William Gorham Rice, who 
has devoted a great pnrt of his life 
to the chronicling of carillons, it nev­ 
ertheless can boast of the largest In 
the world. 
He says no carillon built 
since the earliest Hemony in 164ft 
compares in size with the one in­ 
stalled In the Park Avenue Baptist 
church here by John D. Rockefeller. 
Jr., in memory of his mother. 
Rice describes the carillon as a 
characteristic 
democratic 
municipal 
music in a book publtahed by Dodd. 
Mead A Go. 
August Heckscher. New 
York philanthropist, baa offered to 
present one of ti to Instrum ents to the 
city aa a World war memorial, if the 
city will erect a tower In the middle 
of Central park in which to house it. 
The carillon had Its origin In a me­ 
chanical arrangem ent of sets of small 
betis in connection with the docks 
which In the Fifteenth century came 
to he an essential part of the munic­ 
ipal towers of the low countries.

was arranged to play a little tune. 
Tile first modern carillon on the 
American continent was Installed nt

Neither would lie tuLe the 
responsibility for governing the town 
or collecting the taxes fur himself 
since he could farm out that work to 
nn exacting foreigner. 
In Kelautun 
the foreigner would be a Chinese. 
"Anyone In Hie community who com­ 
mitted a crime would be haled before 
a court In another city. 
Since the 
chief ends of Justice, Kelantan style, 
are to support the Judges, half the 
damages urn! c o s ts , together with what 
terrorism, bribery and blackmail could 
exact, would go to these dignitaries.

they wished Hie goods or not and at 
an exorbitant price. At command they 
would have to leave their cornfields 
to the weeds to cut timber in the 
wood lots, float it down the river, sur­ 
render it to the authorities and receive 
no compensation. 
In addition, lf the 
farmer should try to resist tyranny 
by abandoning his farm he would be 
fined for that. 
"British intervention in Kelantan 
has wiped away most evils of this 
medieval system, which was far worse 
In practice than anything Europe ever 
knew in the blackest centuries of the 


Dark ages. 
Even the native ruler, 
who is still nominal head of the state, 
reigns In greater luxury, because he 
actually gets the taxes he levies al­ 
though the British adviser lias slashed 
the amount he may levy.

H ad 
he foreseen how voluminous It w as to 
become lie would hardly have been 
satisfied with so mild a word as “In­ 
convenience,” for the biennial output, 
which reaches floodtide in the “odd” 
years when nearly all tile state leg­ 
islatures are in session, passeth un­ 
derstanding. 
Ju st now we are ob­ 
serving 
Hie efforts of some forty 
states, including New York, to ad­ 
just themselves to more than 18,000 
new statutes. 
Thirteen thousand plus! The mere 
size of the printing bill is enough to 
give every taxpayer pause. The cost 
in clerical work, committee fees, sal­ 
ary of legislators, test cases in the 
courts, prosecution and civil litiga­ 
tion is beyond calculation. But, aside 
from the pressure upon the pocket 
nerve, almost all these laws regulate 
in some way business conduct or per­ 
sonal deportment and thus Irritate 
nerves of another kind. 
Much of this stupendous flood of 
legs! verbiage Is mere tinkering with 
existing 
codes. 
Every 
legislature 
writes Its own Sartor Resartus; it re­ 
patches the patched fabric of the 
law, lf not always dexterously, at 
least Industriously and with gusto. 
Those who have attended sessions 
may' have heard the clerk droning: 
“This is an act entitled an set to 
amend an act entitled an act to amend 
an act—” and so on to the ninth de­ 
gree of amendment. 
To attend one 
of tlic.se sessions Is a good lesson in 
what Eliliu Root has called organized 
eeif-control. The electorate can learn 
best in tile schoolhouse of its state 
capitols how its representatives func­ 
tion. 
Fashions in Laws. 


In every legislative gathering laws 
are offered which affect education, 
health, banking and railroads. These 
are fam iliar standbys. They are the 
teething rings on which thousands of 
legislators have cut their first teeth. 
But there is fashion in laws as In 
garm ents and bobs; and laws aimed 
at Hie m otorist are becoming almost 
passe now that motion pictures may 
he censored and beauty parlors regu­ 
lated 
Senator W ray of the state of 
W ashington, 
for 
Instance, 
is 
the 
proud 
parent 
of

authO|riz- 
-4ftg schools -for the teaching o f ifie 
arf of hairdressing and facial m as­ 
sage, a bill licensing persons to carry

The radio, 
which ignores state boundaries, is a

And there is always a crop of 
m easures which may be classed as 
oddities. 
Connecticut debated with 
spirit a m easure intended to impose 
a tax of $4 on ach bachelor, splnater 
and alien. 
Taxation of unwedded 
voters Is no new tiling, but to Jump 
them with aliens betrays that the 
author of the law regards them as 
strange and outlandish. 
The ma­ 
jority. however, overrode this con­ 
struction of single blessedness. 
Iowa, 
In its zeal for prohibition, adopted a 
m easure intended to prevent the sale 
of a kind of canned heat, for fear 
that the alcohol in the device would 
be diverted to unholy purposes. 
Arizona, which Is a quiet state, de­ 
manded that railroads equip their lo­ 
comotives with autom atic bell-ringers. 
Among a great many states in which 
taxes of various sorts were proposed 
on cigarettes, Tennessee adopted a 
sales tax of IO per rent.

Laws to Conserve Patriotism . 


The battle over the Americaniza­ 
tion of history is still waging merrily 
here and there. In one bill, for in- 
starce, 
it 
was 
provided 
that 
any 
school teacher speaking slightingly of 
tile Republic, its founders* or tile Con­ 
stitution should he dism issed; and, 
further, that the textbooks on history 
aDd civil government should stress 
adequately "the services rendered by 
the men who achieved our national 


Independence • • • 
and preserved 
the Union.” 
But there is little of the unusual 
about such measures. 
The crop Is 
fairly uniform and varies only in that 
it tends to get larger and larger as 
tim e goes on. The chief Ingenuity is 
exhibited In devising new methods of 
taxation. Tile Income tax is becoming 
more and more popular, and there are 
many states which tax the sale of 
gasoline, chewing gum and smoking 
tobacco. 
Some now have a state 
automob) 'j 
fund, 
to 
which 
every 
owner of a motor vehicle m ust con­ 
tribute, wherefrom persons Injured in 
accidents are to receive damages. 
It must be remembered that the 
13,000 
measures 
mentioned 
were 
actually enacted. More than thrice as 
many went into the legislative hop­ 
pers from the hands of earnest legis­ 
lators. 
The percentage of enactments 
was, indeed, without precedent. There 
are two ways to judge a state legis­ 
latu re; first, by the number of hills 
introduced; second, by the number 
which survive committee pitfalls and 
tile gauntlet of debate. New York, for 
instance, was the Ahou Ben Adhem 
of the states in tile number of meas­ 
ures offeied, lending with 3,186; hut 
only 686 of them became law, whereas 
in North Carolina, of only 1,773 of­ 
fered 1,173 were enacted. 
The actual number of bills passed 
in 38 of these states was 13,018. 
Texas, perhaps preoccupied with the 
Fergusons, did not make any return 
to the National Industrial council, 
which reported the legislative crop; 
and Governor H artley of W ashington 
resorted to the unusual expedient of 
a split session, In order to give the 
legislators time to think over what 
they had done at the first gathering. 
D uring the first session the W ashing­ 
ton legislators adopted but 34 of 128 
hills offered. 
The 
National 
Industrial 
council 
was organized in 1907 by the National 
Association of M anufacturers to op­ 
pose the enactm ent of laws likely to 
affect business unfavorably. 
Com­ 
m enting on the new crop of statutes, 
M, J. Hickey, assistant secretary of 
the council, said th at "the state leg­ 
islatures were constantly finding new 
ways of getting revenue, thus piling 
up the costs of government and Im­ 
posing constantly heavier taxes.” 
Severn1 states adopted the execu­ 
tive 
budget during the year, 
and 
others undertook a reorganization of 
the 
executive 
departm ents.—New 
York Tiroes.

In fact, there is little unc< mpromising opposition to this step 
toward international justice and world peace. 


Cloture In I he Senate 


Cloture—the closing of debate by two-thirds vote is a 
dreadful thing, according to Senator Blease, of South ( arolina. 
“If the gag rule is applied in the senate.” he declared 
just before cloture was adopted as the only way to reach a 
vote on the world court, “the day is going to c o m e when, instead of 
the senate being a great open forum, it will become like some 
other legislative bodies where the only consideration given meas­ 
ures is in committee. 
“If these states want now to put a gag on me and those 
standing with me in this great battle, in which we believe we are 
right, you may have the power to do so; but you will ."et a pre­ 
cedent that will break down the whole principle of debate in this 
senate.” 
The public is inclined to think that senate debate ought to be 
broken down. This was supposed to have been accomplished when 
the cloture rule was first authorized, as a necessary recourse in 
emergencies. 
What the senate needs most is to stop being an “open forum” 
and stall, being a legislative body. It will never serve the purpose

Equal Rights For W o rk in g w o m en 


Organized feminism is heard from again, at a national gath­ 
ering of feminine leaders in Washington for an industrial confer­ 
ence. And a curious situation develops. 
The conservatives and radicals divide. The former, working 
in harmony with the women’s bureau and the department of labor, 
want safeguards thrown around women in industrial work, com­ 
parable with the safeguards that modem civilized society seeks 
for its children. 
The radicals, ignoring these agencies, demand 
direct action on a basis of absolute equality in industry for men 
and women. 
This branch of the feminist movement, represented by the 
National Woman’s party, insists that women want no coddling, 
that they are .th capable of looking after their own interests in­ 
dividually and privately as men are, that they want the same in­ 
dustrial rights and privileges of men. They want the eight-hour 
day along with the men, and they want to go into any occupation 
they choose, by day or night, and they want to work overtime 
when they are so inclined. They have as good a right to put in 
long hours in the factory, they say, as they have in the kitchen. 
So these militant women propose to demand an amendment 
to the federal constitution guaranteeing them all these masculine 
rights.

Poor Forest Econom y 


Wherever there is great natural wealth there is great national 
responsibility to conserve it and to use it thriftily. Canada sut­ 
lers as greatly from forest fires as this country. \ et it spends on 
fire protection, according to an official, only an amount equal to 
two-tenths of I per cent of the total estimated value of its stand- 
in gforests. It is a poor sort of forestry economy. 
On both sides of the border the public is beginning to rouse 
itself to the need of reforestation. Hundreds of communities in 
the United States are establishing local forests and the govern­ 
ment is setting aside for permanent maintenance national forests 
and parks. But the general attitude toward fire-prevention re­ 
mains indifferent. Campers continue to be careless about their 
fires and the appropriations for fire-fighting remain low in pro­ 
portion to the value of the timber tracts needing protection. 
This is something for every citizen to think about, both those 
who got into the forests for business or pleasure and those who 
have it in their power to strengthen the means of protecting the 
forests.

ASKED a you. g farmer friend of mine about 
hia baby.

Real sprue is a discase of the tropics and of

respect it is not unlike the symptoms of what the 
doctors call "aphthous sore mouth" or "stomatitis." 
The same word ii used for the condition known to 
the medical profession os "thrush." 
This is simply 
another form of stomatitis. 
The simple type of stomatitis is met in all the age groups. 
grown people there may be a single 
ulcer or rn crop of them. 
These are 
known as cankers. 
Aphthous stom atitis is recognized 
by the tiny swollen spots on the lin­ 
ing of the lips and cheeks and on the 
edge of the to gue. 
At first th 
are Uke little blisters, but pretty soon 
they break, leaving small ulcers. 
Thrush differs from aphthous sore 
mouth. 
Instead of the ulcers, a sort 
of membrane forms on the lining of 
the lips and cheeks and also on "ie 
roof of the mouth. 
There are areas 
slightly 
raised 
above 
the surface, 
and in color are pearly white. 
It Is 
possible to scrape off the membrane 
which cannot be done In aphthous 
stomatitis.

They are rare In well developed and 
usually healthy babies.

N E W 
YORK. Jan. 28.—A 
victory 
and a defeat for man in a m ighty 
struggle with the A tlantic in her m ost 
vicious mood were told in radio d is­ 
patches today from the liners P resi­ 
dent R oosevelt and Brem en. 
The victory w as the rescue of the 
entire crew of of the British freighter 
Antinoe*- 24 men in all— accom plished 
by the heroic efforts of the men on 
the U nited States lin e steam ship, the 
President R oosevelt. 
The rescue cost 
the lives of two m em bers of the crew 
of the latter vessel, together with six 
sm ashed lifeboats. 
The defeat was the sinking of the 
British freighter L aristan, with 24 on 
board, in m ountainous seas near H ali­ 
fax 
w h ile the North German 
Lloyd 
steam er Bremen 
stood 
by. virtually 
h elpless.

2.000 "terror*” to man and beast are 
housed in

gists, and leading surgeons, physi­ 
cians and scientists of the empire 
handle the death-dealing "m onsters'’ 
with a nonchalance th at would shock 
the layman.

Just as the wild animal* in the zoo 
require certain tem peratures In which 
to thrive, so do the "exhibit*” in the 
microbe menagerie. 
Some of the va­ 
rieties insist .upon polar atm osphere, 
others demand the heat of the torrid 
zone and others will live only in the 
balmy winds of the tem perate zone. 
The vagaries and demands of these 
frequently Invisible terrors are met 
with and precise care tuken to see 
that nothing will Interfere with pleas­ 
ure and comfort. 
From all parts of the world scien­ 
tists and bacteriologists have sent to 
the Lister Institute the minute "ani­ 
mals" so that the private collection of 
the Institute, long famous, has been 
so greatly augmented that It Is said 
to surpass any in the world. For years 
the Pasteur Institute m aintained a 
collection In Paris, another in Prague 
and yet another in th e Museum of 
N atural History, New York. 
Each of 
these, however, were limited In scope, 
and five years ago the Medical Re­ 
search council enlisted the co-opera­ 
tion of the L ister Institute to expand 
the Chelsea gardens collection to Its 
present size. To It also tras added tile 
type culture of fungi gathered by the 
British Mycological society. 
As a result of the move in 1920, it 
now is possible for any surgeon or 
physician, any bacteriologist, patholo­ 
gist or researcher In protozoology, or 
the scientific adviser of any industry 
to find in the Chelsea Gardens menag­ 
erie living cultures of the majority of 
the known strains of microbes. 
Here, 
too, he can obtain authentic knowledge 
of the animals with which to compare 
tho organisms In which he Is In­ 
terested. 
Last year more than 4,000 culture* 
were distributed to interested work­ 
er*. 
While many of these went to in­ 
dustries, the bulk of them were used 
to save human and animal lives. 
The 
collection is not limited to maleficent 
organism*, despite the fact that the 
bulk of cultures are of those that 
cause disease in man, animals and 
plants. 
For Instance there are ex 
ample* of microbial pests of tobacco. 
which, takes) from the finer strain* of 
tobacco, when propagated and Isolated 
may be used to Improve inferior va­ 
rieties. 
Then there is a mold from 
Camembert 
and 
Roquefort 
cheese 
which, when grafted am tile plain Eng­ 
lish cheese, Imparts to It the flavor of 
the foreign varieties. 


Few Are Visible. 


The naked eye Is able to discern 
few of the "animals” in this compact 
menagerie. 
There are some that can 
be teen and these are relegated to * 
prominent 
"cage” 
in 
the 
institute 
room. 
But It Is the invisible "terrors” that 
interest the scientists and bacteriolo­ 
gists. 
There are more than thirty 
strains, or specie*, of the genus As­ 
pergillus In the living state. 
They 
were taken from the Soy product* and 
used in making pickles in China, from 
the duet In the Tendon subways, from 
the mealy bug of the sugar cane and 
from the wild animal* In the London 
zoo. 
Of the tubercle bacillus alone there 
are more then twenty specimens or 
strains. Some come from humgn cases 


land. in 1922. 
This is regarded n* tn 
valuable in case of another victim of 
the disease turning up.

disease that baffled the Toited States 
medical 
fraternity 
some 
time 
ago 
when so many were poisoned by e a t­ 
ing spoiled ripe olives. 
Another of the “feature exhibits" 
are tile trypunosomes of sleeping sick 
ness.

The cost 
in clerical work, com m ittee fees, sal­ 
ary of legislators, test cases In the 
courts, prosecution 
and civil litiga­ 
tion Is beyond calculation. But, aside 
from the pressure upon the pocket 
nerve, alm ost all these law* regulate 
In som e way business conduct or per­ 
sonal 
deportment and thus Irritate 
nerves of another kind. 
Much of this stupendous flood of 
legal verbiage Is mere tinkering with 
existin g 
codes. 
Every 
legislature 
w rites Its own Sartor lle sa r tu s; It re­ 
patches the patched 
fabric of the 
law, lf not alw ays dexterously, at 
least 
Industriously and 
with gusto. 
Those who have attended sessions 
may have heard the clerk droning: 
“T his Is an act entitled an act to 
amend an act entitled an act to amend 
an act—” and so on to the ninth de­ 
gree of amendment. 
To attend one 
of those sessions is a good lesson in 
what Ellhu Root has called organized 
self-control. The electorate can learn 
best in the schoolhouse of Its state 
capitols how its representatives func­ 
tion. 
Fashions In Laws. 


In every legislative gathering laws 
are offered 
which affect education, 
health, banking and railroads. These 
are fam iliar standbys. They are the 
teething rings on which thousands of 
legislators have cut their first teeth. 
But there Is fashion In law s as In 
garm ents and bobs; and law s aimed 
at the motorist are becoming almost 
passe now that motion pictures may 
be censored and beauty parlors regu­ 
lated

Author of the law regards them as 
strange and 
outlandish. 
The

jority, however, overrode this

Iowa, 
In Its zeal for prohibition, adopted a 
m easure Intended to prevent the sale 
o f a kind of canned heat, for fear 
that the alcohol In the device would 
be diverted to unholy purposes. 
Arizona, which Is a quiet state, de­ 
manded that ruilronds equip their lo­ 
com otives with autom atic bell-ringers. 
Among a great many states In which 
taxes of various sorts were proposed 
on cigarettes, T ennessee adopted a 
sales tax of IO per cent. 
Illinois of­ 
fered a reward of $1,000 to any man, 
woman or child capturing or killing a 
bank robber; nnd K ansas taxed the 
use— not the sale— of gasoline for any 
purpose except a farm tractor.

The crop Is

tim e goes on. The chief ingenuity la 
exhibited In devising new methods of 
taxation. The Income tax Is becoming 
more nnd more popular, and there are 
many states which tax the sale of 
gasoline, (hew ing gum and sm oking I 
tobacco. 
Nome now have a state 
autom obl’c 
fund, 
to 
which 
every 
owner of a motor vehicle must con­ 
tribute, wherefrom persons Injured In 
accidents are to receive damages. 
It must be remembered that 
the 
13,000 
m easures 
mentioned 
w ere 
actually enacted. More than thrice as j 
many went into the legislative hop­ 
pers from the hands of earnest leg is­ 
lators. 
The percentage of enactm ents 
was, Indeed, without precedent. There 
nre two ways to judge a state legis 
lature; first, by the number of bills 
introduced: second, 
by the number 
which survive com m ittee pitfalls nnd 
the gauntlet of debate. New York, for 
Instance, was the Abnu lien Adhetn 
of the states in the number of m eas­ 
ures offeted, lending with 3,186; but 
only 686 of them becam e law, whereas 
In North Carolina, of only 1,773 of­ 
fered 1,173 were enacted. 
The actual number of bills passed

states 
was 
13,018. 
Texas, perhaps preoccupied with the 
Fergusons, did not inuke any return 
to the National 
Industrial council, 
which reported the legislative crop; 
and Governor Hartley o f W ashington 
resorted to the unusual expedient of 
a spilt session. In order to give the 
legislators time to think over what 
they had done at the first gathering. 
During the first session the W ashing­ 
ton legislators adopted but 34 of 128 
bills offered. 
The 
National 
Industrial 
council 
w as organized in 1907 by the National 
Association of M anufacturers to op­ 
pose the enactm ent of law s likely to 
affect 
business unfavorably. 
Com­ 
m enting on the new crop of statutes, 
M. J. H ickey, assistant secretary of 
the council, said that “the state leg­ 
islatures were constantly finding new 
waps of getting revenue, thus piling 
up the costs of governm ent and Im­ 
posing constantly henvler taxes.’' 
Severn' states adopted the execu­ 
tive 
budget 
during 
the 
year, 
and 
others undertook a reorganization of 
the 
executive 
departm ents.— New 
York Times.
